To achieve this our Lord has 
helped us by chaining the Satan and his progeny, hence we can do 
good deeds without worrying about the Satanic whispers, as it is 


inthe Blessed Hadith: 


“Our Master Prophet Muhammad BRE said when Ramadan 


comes the doors of mercy are opened and the doors of Hell are 
closed and Satans are locked in chains.” [ Sahih Muslim ] 


If we are observing fasts and yet we are not abstaining from bad 
deeds then we should pay heed that in this way we are less likely to 
achieve the very purpose of the fasting of Ramadan. Regarding 
these type of fasts Our Prophet x" 2 hasc learly stated : 


“The one who didn’t stop lying and acting upon it, even if he 
leaves eating and drinking, then this has no value in the court 


of Allah ”[ Sahih Bukhari] 


O Beloved reader ! the month of salvation is here, visibly it’s just 
thirty days but actually it’s a golden chance, a chance to attain 
Salvation, a chance to be free from Hellfire, a chance to please 
your Lord your creator Almighty Allah the exalted. Allah forbid ! 
even now if you don't fast then just think ! if you couldn’t achieve 
salvation in the very month of Salvation then when will you 
achieve it ? 

Do not miss a single fast ! O dear one ! not a single fast. These 
days will come next year but we don’t know that we'll be there to 
see it or not !

Will you Sin 
even in the blessed month of Ramadan ? 
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O dear one pay heed ! listen carefully ! this world is of few days 
and then we will have to turn towards our final abode and if we do 
not act according to the Shariah our final abode can be Hell! 

Allah and his Blessed Messenger and whomever Allah tells only 
know what all torments are waiting for the Sinner in Hell. Hell is 
a place where a person cannot dare stay for a micro second , then 
imagine if you keep Sinning like this and you are sentenced for 
thousands of years, how will you face it ? O dear one have mercy 
upon your soul. Stop oppressing yourself in the form of Sinning. 
Turn and turn fast towards the Blessed refuge of Allah and his 
Beloved Messenger/x*. Only then can you think of attaining 
Salvation and Ramadan is calling you. Fast in this month, clean 
yourself of your Sins and attain a place in the Lovely and 
Adorable Heaven where the pious will stay.
